Rome, July 21. 


HE 14th of this Month, the Courier 
whom the Count de Lamberg the Empe- 
ror’s Ambaffador had fent to Vienna, on 
Account of the Imprifonment of Signior 
Cavaletti who was in bisService, return'd 

hither with Letters, which as foon as the Count de 
Lamberg had receiv'd he gave Order for every thing 
to be got ready for him. to depart from hence forth- 
with. He would not receive any Vifir, not even 
from Signior Caunitz, Auditor of the German Ro- 
ta, till after he had fent 5 times to defire an Audi- 
ence of him, and then he gave him but a very 
thort hearing. About Midnight he went away in 
his Coach accompanied by the Secretary of the Em- 
bafly, follow’d by 2 Calefhes and fome of his Do- 
meftick Servants on Horfeback, without acquainting 
the Court with this fudden Refolution, or demand- 
ing the ufual Pafsport of the Poft-Mafter. He ftop’d 
a very little while before the Palace of the Envoy of 
Lorrain, whom he caus’d to be call’d out of Bed to 
him, and after he had fpoken three Words to him he 
drove towards Luca. The 17th his German Ser- 
vants whom he left behind, fet our for Luca. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Auguft 22. 
Rome, July 28. The 22d Inftanc a Courier from 
the Count de Lamberg brought a Letter to Signior 
Caunitz Auditor of the Rota for the German Nati- 
on, in which the Count acquainted him with his 
Arrival at Sienna, and that he was preparing to pro- 
ceed on his Journey to Lucca, where he would wait 
for further Orders from the Emperor. He fent to 
him at the fame Time a Letter for Cardinal Pau- 
lucci, in which he de&r'd his Eminency to inform 
the Pope, thar his fudden Departure was occafion’d 
by an exprefs Command from the Emperor his Ma- 
fter, who had order'd him to retire out of the Eccle- 
fiaftical State, that he might not be an Eyewitnefs of 
feveral things which he pretended to be prejudicial to 
his Imperial Majefty, and derogatory to the Honour 
of his Minifters reprefenting him. The Letter was 
concluded with great Proteftations of all the Refpect 
for his Holynefs’s Perfon and for the facred See, that 
might confift with his Fidelity to the Emperor. T’other 
Day a Sbirri purfuing a Thief who to fave himfelf 
ran into the Court-yard of the Palace of Bigaffini, 
in which the Cardinal de Janfon is lodg’d, had the 
Temerity to follow him with his Piftol in his Hand. 
The Cardinal’s Servants coming out, the Sbirri made 
off as faft as he could, but they ran after him, and 
he had much ado to fave himfelf in a’‘Church at a 
good Diftance from the faid Palace. The Cardinal 
de Janfon has made great Gomplaints of the Info- 
lence of this Sbirri, and ‘tis not doubted he will 
get him punifh’d for ic. The Abbot Valentink the 
Duke of Savoy's Agent, is dead of an Apoplexy. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Auguft 23, &c. 
Rome, Auguft 8. The Count de Lamberg the Im- 
— Ambaffador, is at Luca ftill, the Difference 
een this Court and that of Vienna continuing 
as it was; but fome Minifters are endeayeuring un- 


derhand to make it up: In the mean ti 
Goods that Ambailador lef behind bim, 
on board a Tartan to be fent to Luca, Several Con- 
gregations of Stace have been held of late, to confi- 
der of retrenching the Charge of the Apoftolical 
Treafury, and among ‘other things it was propos'd 
to disband half the Garrifon of Fetrara, bur the 
Majority of Vores was for keeping on Foot all his 
Holynets’s Troops ti!l a General Peace be made. The 
French continue in Poffeffion of Mezola; a Couri- 
er is arriv'd from the Court of France, wich 
patches relating to the Complaints the Pope has 
caus’d to be made to that Court by his Nencto up- 
en thts Subject, but the Impore of them is nor yet 
divulg’d. We have Advice from Naples, thar the 
Pope’s Galleys are parted from thofe of Malis, to 
return to Civita Vecchia ; the Refoluwion of crab 
fing off the Coafts of Naples in Quift of the Cor- 
fairs of Barbary being chang’d; for fear leaft by 
boarding and taking any Vetiels of that Country our 
Men fhould be infected with the Plague, which is 
very rife in Barbary. A Conrier is pafs'd through 
this City for Naples, to carry thither the News of 
the confederate Fleet's being come into rhe Medicer- 
ranean. ’Tis believ’d however, thar the Expedition 
that Fleet is upon is to land Trocps on the Coaft of 
Caraloriia, from whence we have Advice by the 
the way of Genoa, that a certain number of Male- 
contents of Vich having taken Arms, give the Vice- 
roy al of Trouble.

Venice, Aug. 7. The Electorefs of conti- 
nues here, and the Talk of her going co the Elector 
in the Spanifh Netherlands is ceas’d. Qur laft Ad- 
vices from Genoa inform us, thar an Engisth Advice- 
Boat was arriv'd there witha Pacquer of {eres f om 
Admiral-Shovel for the Duke of Savoy, Yrnce

affador at prefent at Luca: Which Letters were itn- 
mediately fent away by feveral Couriers. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Auguft 25. 

Toulon, Aug. 10. Here are in this Port 44 Ships of 
War and 15 Galleys, ready to put to Sea: Some 
Veffels are fent out to get Intelligence of the ‘Bnemy’s 
Fleet, of which we have had no News fince they 
weigh’d Anchor from Cape Spartel. The Count de 
Touloufe bas taken great Care to provide for the Se- 


‘curity of this Coaft ; he has form’d the Marines in- 


to Batrallions, caus’d Batteries to be rais’d, and in 
general omitted nothing that may contribute to the 
Defence of this Part of the Country, if the Enemy 
fhould attempt to make a Defcent. The 8th Inftant 
he fet out from bence for Marfeilles, to difpofe things 
in the like Order there ; and is fuddenly expected 

back again.

Geneva, Auguft 14. They write from Provence, 
that the French are apprehenfive the Land Forces on

Madrid, Aug. 5. ‘Tis difcours’d the Mafter of a 
Veffel that is arriv'd at Port St. Mary from Salley re- 
ports, that the Son of the King of Morocco has 
made himfelf Mafter of two thirds of his Fether's 
Kingdom, and that he was ina fair way to be Matter 
of Mequinez by the End of laft Month. The Mar- 
quis of Villadarias has fent to Court a Lift of fuch 
Perfons in Eftremadura as he fufpects to be fecret 
Friends of the Archduke Charles, of whom tis faid 
{ome are feiz'd andimprifon'd at Port St. Mary. The 
Corregidors of Avila, Valladolid, Samora, Toro, 
Chivechula and Mancharoas, are remov'd from their 
Offices on Sufpicion of their being difaticcted to the 
Government, and others that are Creatures of the’ 
Court are put into their Places. The Govergaurs, 
Corregidors, and Magiftrates of Old Caftile and. 
Leon, according to ancient Cuftom us'd to give 
Account of all Crimes and Miidemeanours that 
were committed within their reipective Jurifdict- 
ons wo the Royal Council of Caftiie; have had Or- 
ders fent to them to make Report for the future of 
ail {uch Cafes to ihe King himfelf ; In which parri- 
cular the ancient Power of the faid Council will be 
very much diminifh'd, and a new Addition wiil be 
made to the King’s. 


London, Augut 27.
